Text of President's Message 


Read at Jackson Day Dinner 


"it is with keen regret that t found that I am to be deprived -of 


the pleasure and privilege of joining you %nd the other loyal Demo- 
crats who are to assemble tonight to celebrate Jackson Day and r»- 
ncw their \ows of fidelity to the great principles of our party, the 
principles which must now fulfill the hope not only of our own people 
but of the world. 


"The United States enjoyed the spiritual leadership of the world 


until the senate of the United States failed to ratify the treaty by which 
the belligerent nations sought the settlements for which they fought 
throughout the war. It Is inconceivable that at this supreme crisis and 
final turning point in the international relations of the whole world, 
when the results of the great war are by no means determined and are 
still questionable and dependent upon events which no man can forsee 


" or count upon, the United States should withdraw from the^concert of 


progressive and enlightened nations by which Germany was defeated 
and all similar governments (if the world be so unhappy as to contain 
any) 
warned of the certain consequences of any attempt of a like in- 


iquity, and yet that is the effect of the course the senate of the United 
States has taken with regard to the treaty of Versailles. Germany is 
beaten, but we are still at war with her and the old stage is reset for 
a repetition ol the old plot. It is now ready for the 'resumption of the 
old offensive and defensive alliance which made settled peace impos- 
sible. It is now open again to every sort o* intrigue. The old spies 
are free to resume their former abominable activities. They are again 
at liberty, to make it impossible for governments to be sure what mis- 
chief is being worked among their own people, what internal disorders 
are being fomented. Without the covenant of the league of nations, 
there may be as many secret treaties as e%er to destroj the confidence 
of governments in each other and their validity cannot be questioned. 
None of the objects we professed to be figl'ting for has been secured 
or can be made certain of without this nation's ratification of the 
treaty and its entry into the covenant. Thi- nation entered the great 
war to vindicate its own rights and to protect and preserve free gov- 
ernments. It went into the war to see it through to the end, and the 
end has not yet come. It went into the war to make an end of mil- 
itarism, to furnish guarantees to weak nations, and to make a just and 
lasting peace. It entered it with noble enthusiasm. Five of the lead- 
ing belligerents have accepted the treaty, and formal ratifications will 
soon be exchanged. The question is whether this country will enter 
and enter whole-heartedly, if it does not do so the United States and 
Germany will play a lone hand in the world. The maintenance of the 
peace of the world and the effective execution of the treaty depend up- 
on the whole-hearted participation of the United States. I am not 
s ating it as a matter of power. The point is that the United States . 
is the only nation which has sufficient moral force with the rest of the 
TVuiiu to guaiaulfee the aiibstitution of discussion for war. If we keep 
out of this agreement, if we do not give ou<- guarantees, then another 
attempt will be made to crush the new nations of Europe. 


"I do not believe- that this is what the people of this country 


wish or will be satisfied with. Personally, I do not accept the action 
of the senate of the United States as the decision of the nation. I 
have asserted from the first that the overwhelming majority of the 
people of this country desire the ratification of the treaty, and 
my 


impressions to that effect have recently been confirmed by the un- 
mistakable evidences of public opinion given during my visits to 17 
of the states. I have endeavored to make it plain that if the senate 
wishes to say what the undoubted meaning of the league of is. I shall 
have no objection. There e*n~*e no reasonable objection to-'fnterpr*- 
tations accompanying the act of ratification 
itself. But when the 


treaty is acted upon I must know whether it means that we have 
ratified or rejected it. We cannot rewrite this treaty. We must take 
it without changes which alter its meaning, or leave it. and then, 
after the rest of the world has signed it. we must face the unthink- 
able task of making another and separate kind of treaty with Ger- 
many. ^But no mere assertion with regard to the wish and opinion 
of the country are credited. If there is any doubt as to what the peo- 
ple of the country think on this vital matter, the clear and simple 
way out is to submit it for determination at the next election to the 
vbters of the nation, to give the next election the form of a great and 
solemn referdura, a referendum as to the part the United States is to 
play in completing the settlement of the war and in the preventing 
in the future of such outrages as Germany attempted to perpetrate. 
We have no moral right to refuse now to take part in the execution 
and administration of these settlements than we had to refuse to take 
part in the fighting of the last few weeks of the war which brought 
victory and made it possible to dictate to Germany what the settle- 
ments should be. Our fidelity to our associates in the war is in ques- 
tion, and the whole future of mankind. It will be heartening to the 
whole world to know the attitude and purpose of the people of the 
United States.

This, in my judgment, is lo be the great ptivelege 
of the democracy of the United States, to show that it can lead the 
way in the solution of the great soci.-.l and industrial problems of 
our time, and lead the way to a happy settled order of life as well as 
t« political liberty. The program for thi,« achievement we must at- 
tempt to formulate, and in carryin~ it out we shall Oo more than can 
i>e dpne in any other v,ay to sweep out of existence the tyrannous and 
arbitratory forms of power which are now masquerading under the 
name of popular government. 


"Whenever we look back to Andrew Jackson we should draw fresh 


inspiration frmn his character and his example. His mind grasped 
•with such a splendid definiteness and fineness the principle of national 
r.Minority and national action. He was so indomitable in his purpose 
to give reality to the principles of the government, that this is a very 
fortunate time to recall his career and to renew our vows of faithful- 
n«ss to the principles and the pure practices of democracy. I j-e-

Washington, Jan. &. —Senator 


Lodge of Massachusetts, the Re- 
publican leader, 
declared in a 


statement tonight that he feared 
President Wilson's Jackson Day 
message had made impossible the 
hope "that in the senate we might 
have come {ogether" and ratified 
the treaty protected by the prin- 
ciples set forth in the 14 reserva- 
tions." 


"The President has made his posi- 


tion very plain." said the Senator. "He 
rejects absolutely the 
reservations 


adopted by a decisive majority of the 
senate. 
He says we must take the 


treaty without any changes which al- 
ter its meaning, or leave it. He will 
permit interpretations, whatever that 
may mean, expressing its undoubted 
meaning, when there is hardly alline of 
it which has not been questioned and 
given many meanings. This permis- 
sion is valueless. He stands as he al- 
ways has stood—for the treaty just 
as it.is. 


"The issue is clearly drawn. The 


reservations intended solely to protect 
the United States in its sovereignty 
and independence are discarded by 
the President. The President places 
himself squarely in behalf of interna- 
tionalism against Americanism. 


"I had hoped that in the senate we 


I might have come together and rati- 
l«edtrtherU-e*ty, protected by the prin- 
' cip)es set forth in the 14 reservations. 
The President, I fear, has made this 
hope impossible. If it Is impossible, 
then we must bear the delay insep- 
arable from the President's attitude 
and appeal to the people, which I for 
one shall most cordially welcome."

Union Leaders Admit Defeat But 


Announce Finish Fight 


for 
"Justice" 


CLAIM MORAL VICTORY 


"Strike Has Encouraged Steel 


Trade Unions to Redouble 


Efforts," Says Foster 


Pittsburgh. Jan. 8.—The strike in 


the steel mills and furnaces, called 
September 22 and which in its incep- 
tion involved 367.00U men, \\as offi- 
cially called off here tonight by the 
national committee after an all-day 
meeting. 


Announcement that the national 


committee had decided to proceed no 
further was contained in a telegram 
sent to the 
headquarters of the 


American Federation o£ Labor 
in 


Washington, to the heads of all inter- 
national unions interested, and to the 
organizers and field men in all strike 
districts. 


Strike Broken. Leaders Acknowledge. 


"The steel corporations," the tele- 


gram read, "with the active asistance 
of the press, courts, federal troops, 
state police, and many public officials, 
have denied steel workers their rights 
of free speech, free assemblage, and 
he right to organize, and, by this ar- 
bitrary and ruthless misuse of power, 
have brought about a cpndition which 
has compelled the national committee 
'or organizing iron and steel workers 
.o vote today that the active strike 
phase of the steel campaign is now at 
an end. Vigorous campaigns of edu- 
cation and reorganization will be im- 
mediately begun and will not cease 
until industrial justice in the steel in- 
dustry has been achieved. All steel 
workers now are at liberty to return 
to work, pending preparations for 
he next big organization movement."

herself, and Bishop Tuttle took over 
he episcopacy of Utah and Idaho 
lone, his territory being diminished 
o 195,600 square miles. 


In 1898 Bishop Tuttle was elected 


Bishop of Missouri, but declined to ac- 
cept! believing that his direct duty 
hen lay in the western missionary 
field, but eighteen years later, when 
the call was repeated in identically 
the same words, he finally accepted, 
and since 1886 he has been Bishop of 
Missouri. His territory then was re- 
duced la 70,000 square miles. In 1890 
West Missouri was made a diocese ol 
itself and his territory was then bid 
32,000 square miles, or one-tenth thai 
which he had served tnlrty*three 
years before. Although his territory 
had shrunk, his duties had. not, and in 
1903, upon the death of Bishop Clark 
of Rhode Island, he became by sen! 
ority presiding Bishop _ of the Bpls 
copal 'church of the United States in 
addition" to his episcopal 
duties in 


Missouri.

Bishop Tuttle was the 
prlnclpa 


figure at the Centennial of the estab- 
lishment of Christ church parish, St. 
Louis, now the Cathedral parish, of 
Which by virtue of his office, he was 
rector, which fell on AU Saint's Day. 
November 1. 


This is the man who, as honorary 


chairman of the nation-wide cam- 


rectories, community houses, schools, 
colleges, orphanages, hospitals and 
dispensaries; in the raisins of. a new 
army ot workers to carry the church's 
message of sympathy, courage and 
help still farther afield. 


Bishop Tuttle was born in the state 


of New York, at Wlndham,- Greene 
county, educated In the public tchools 
there, the academy of Delhi, New 
York, Columbia college and the <Ge.i- 
eral Theological Seminary in 
New 


York city. He was a favorite of the 
late Bishop Horatio Potter, whose 
•ins he tutored in Greek and other 
subjects, and who ordained him a 
deacon in the church of the Trans- 
figuration.

LONDON E»£N HOW Cll W9H 


Those Who Think of Going Are M- 


vlted to Be Sure of Quartor* to- 


fore Starting—2,000,000 Are 


Planning to Make Trip. 


New Tort.—Americans who contem- 


plate visiting the battlefields in Eu- 
rope next spring or summer will fee 
well advised to secure their hotel ac- 
commodation well la advance or to 
postpone their journey until conditions 
are more favorable Percy S. Bullen, 
treasurer of the Association of For- 
eign Press Representatives In th« Uni- 
ted State?, who has just returned to 
New York, says that London even DOW 
cannot find room for visitors and that 
the state of affairs when the floodgates 
of tourist invasion are again open will 
bo appalling unless the Intending 
American visitors arc forewarned and 
therefore forearmed. 


It is estimated that some 2,000,000 


persons—one for each man sent to 
Europe by the United States daring 
the war—are making plans for a 
transatlantic trip in the next two 
years. Tbclr chief object la to aee 
the historic spots where the American 
soldiers fought—the Argonno forest, 
Chateau-Thierry, St Mlhlel—and to 
devote such a period to a visit to Eng- 
land aa time and funds will permit. 


Mr. Bnllen has been all over the 


western front during the last few 
weeks and he predicts nothing bnt 
anger. Irritation and despair as the 
lot of any visitors who trust to luck 
to secure hotel accommodations. 


No Steps Yet Taken. 


The difficulty of the situation will 


be realized when it la remembered 
that the usual flow of tourists to 
Enropr has been completely suspend- 
ed dot « the war and that only those 
among the wealthiest will have the 
first chance of securing hotel accom- 
modation when the bars against tour* 
1st travel shall have been removed. 


So far no steps whatsoever have 


been taken abroad to meet an unusual 
Influx of visitors. Mr. Bullen was so 
Impressed with the difficulty threat- 
ened in London that he prepared a 
memorandum on the subject, which fca 
submitted at a recent meeting of the 
Royal -Colonial Institute In London. la 
the discussion which ensued It waa 
proposed that steps be taken for th» 
formation In London of a. national 
committee of reception. As a nucleus 
of the organization It was. proposed 
that representatives of the various 
Anglo-American societies should meet; 
with power to add to their aumosr 
various representatives whose expert, 
ence would ba useful in attvlng tb* 
problem now presented. Such persona 
would Include members of the) Amert- 
csjtt Chamber of Commerce In London 
and other Americans, besides leading 
Britishers. 


Plan 8ugg«*U4. 


The first essential step is to mo- 


bilise and list all available accommo- 
dation provided by hotels and board- 
ing houses, and then enlist the assist* 
anc* «f every householder willing t* 
place a room at the disposal of the 
committee of recaption. If this plan 
matures London will keep In touch 
with New York on the question of ac- 
commodations and people in the Uni- 
ted States will be advised as to the 
best time to travel and the chances of 
securing accommodation at reasonable 
rates. At the time Mr. Bnllen ten LIT- 
erpool nothing actually bad been done 
except »- call attention to the 'prob- 
lem and the dissatisfaction which win 
ensue if American visitors to England 
and France next year, find themselves 
absolutely stranded, aa la threatened. 


Belgium is apparently well able to 


take care of visitors to the Belgian 
battlefields, mainly because Tpres, 
Dlxmude and the much battered coast 
towns are all within easy range of 
Ootend, Brur's and Ghent Of all the 
battlefields visited. Mr. Bnllen de- 
clares Yprea is the "most devastated," 
but. with Its memories of heroic fight- 
ing extending from Tpres down the 
Mennen and Poelcappelle roads, "ia 
beautiful la its ruins." Oatend It 
probably the best center for automo- 
bile parties, and the burgomaster of 
Ostend U one of the few men prepar- 
ing to deal with an unexampled de- 
mand for hotel accommodations.
